REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE_ 


The Public Health Nursing Service of Greenwood has 
been very active during the past year. It has consisted of in- 
fant, preschool and maternal hygiene and school nursing pro- 
erams. 

Three Child Health Conferences have been conducted by 
the local health officer. Free immunization for diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and smallpox have been offered at these 
Child Health Conferences. 
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Free medical examinations of 112 pupils were conducted 
by the school physician. Twenty-one immunizations for diph- 
theria and six small vaccinations were given in the schools. 
Many dental defects were found still uneorrected. Tubereulin 
testing to 114 individuals upon written request was complet- 
ed. 

Many superintendent, teacher and nurse conferences 
were hld during the to discuss problms and future plans. 


The health committee members, town officials, teachers 
and pupils have aided the nurse in carrying on a well round- 
ed program. 


Your Publie Health Nurse wishes to express her appre- 
ciation for this splendid cooperation in promoting better 
health for this community.

Re: Audit of the town of Greenwood 
January 1, 1945 to December 31, 1945 


Cash 

The cash receipts were checked in detail and found to be 
correctly recorded. All cash was deposited in the bank. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank statement 
and found to be over $2.00. 

All payments were made by check from properly au- 
thorized warrants. 

Accounts Receivable 

The amount of $61.00 is due from the state for bear 

bounties and poor accounts. 


Taxes Receivable 

The 1945 tax commitment book was added and found to 
agree with the warrant. 

Uneolleeted taxes were checked and letters of verifiea- 
tion mailed to about 40% of delinquent taxpayers. 

Tax collections for the year equaled about 99% of the 
current commitment. 

Supplemental taxes, abatements and transfers were 
checked. All abatements should be approved by the Assessors 
and a permanent record maintained,

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


* .o the Citizens of Greenwood : 


The close of the war does not lessen the difficult prob- 
lems in the successful maintenance of our schools, That the 
teacher shortage in the elementary schools of our State seents 
likely to be even more acute is the opinion of those intimately 
connected with the situation. So few teachers are enrolled in 
the State Teachers’ Colleges and Normal Schools that the 
number will not fill the usual vacancies of pre-war days when 
the enrollment in these institutions was four times greater 
than at present. Many of the patriotic teachers who have re- 
turned to the school room in the emergency are now feeling 
the urge to again give their full time to home duties and 
there seem to be no young teachers available to replace these. 
Teachers who have left the profession to go into war service 
or detense work do not seem inclined to return to teaching. 


Greenwood is exceptionally fortunate in retaining the 
same teachers for the third year. The work of the schools has 
gone on more successfully because the teachers and pupils 
understand each other and the cooperative spirit in the 
Greenwood schools is highly commendable. 


The school lunch program at Lockes Mills, sponsored by 
the school and the help of interested citizens, has proved 
very satisfactory. The financial aid provided by the State 
Guard toward this project is greatly appreciated. Teachers 
and parents in the other schools also continue their coopera- 
tion in providing a hot dish for the pupils. 


The school library at Lockes Mills has received generous 
eifts from anonymous contributors to whom we are truly 
greatful. The pupils in this school have developed an added 
interest in reading through these gifts and the efforts of the 
teachers. 
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The health program has proved beneficial to several pu- 
pils who have had serious defeets corrected. The resignation 
of Mrs Ruth Hopkins, our public health nurse, is a distinct 
loss to the different communities in which she worked. 


The financial report for 1945 shows substantial balances 
except on the repair aceount which has a slight deficit. This 
deficit would seem justifiable in view of the amount of neces- 
sary repair work which has been done. 


The common school and high school tuition account shows 
a smaller balance than last year in spite of the increase in 
the State School Fund. This is due to enrollment of more pu- 
pils than was anticipated. The increase in teachers’ wages 
was provided through State funds as the result of State leg- 
islation of 1945. é 


The superintending school committee is making the same 
recommendations as last year for school maintenance. 


The repairs this year included the covering of the poren 
at Lockes Mills with steel roofing, the repairs on the shed at 
Lockes Mills, the refinishing of one room at Lockes Mills, the 
painting on interior of Tubbs building and shingling at 
Greenwood City and Richardson Hollow. 


In considering the repair appropriation the committee 
has recommended an increased amount to provide for the in- 
stallation of a new heating system at Lockes Mills. The need 
for this seems urgent. 


Some shingling is advisable at Lockes Mills and outside 
of the Tubbs Building should be painted. The grammar grade 
room at Locke Mills should be refinished. 


The outside of the Tubbs and Greenwood City buildings 
should be painted for the best upkeep of those buildings. 


The amount necessary for insurance is approximately 


Your superintending school committee and superintend- 
ent are not unmindful of the heavy tax burden required to 
provide for the elementary and high school pupils of Green- 
wood and wish to express their appreciation for the support 
received. 
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In submitting this report I would: once more thank every 
one who has directly, or indirectly, supported and encour- 
aged me in my efforts to promote the welfare of the Green- 
wood schools.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a constable of the Town of Green- 
wood in the County of Oxford, Greeting:
